'Drink Then Ruined Her 

To Save Father From Death on 
the Scaffold She Relates 
Tale of Shame. 

Huubloii, Va., June 2.'i. — Betwwn 
a'ifling Bobs, with tears B!ream)iig 
from her bright blue eyes, and while 
striving to hold back the huge liinii> 
in her throat, Miss Klizabeth Loving, 
who has occupied the center of the 
stage In the trial of her father,Judge 
William G. Loving for the murder of 
Tneodore Estes, told on the witness 
stand hero to-day her story of her 
alleged' ruin by the young man,whom 
her parent shot down. 

The recital was p.jbTl)ly the most 
dramatic ever heard in a Virginia 
court of justice and rivaled the story 
by Evelyn Nesbit Thaw of her ruin 
by Stanford White. It was the same 
story she said she told to her father 
on the morning of the tragedy, and 
'which culminated in his hunting down 
and slaying the man whom she 
charges with perpetrating the dc'ed. 

Estes, she said, had giveji her a 
drink of whisky from a flask he had 
in his pocket while they were out 
. buggy r'dlng on the afternoon prior 
to the killing. Afier taking the drink, 
she d*x:lart d that she immediately be- 
gan to feel dizzy and her head “spin- 
ned around" as if she had been given 
some iMJwerful drug. In this con- 
dition and despite her protests she 
declared that her escort drove her ov- 
er an unfrequented road, and despite 
her screams outraged her. 

Exhausted by the struggle and her 
mental faculties rendered incapable 
from the stimulant, the witness de- 
clared that she rt*called nothing more 
until slie regained her stmses while 
In bed late that night at the home of 
* County Clerk 8. L. Kidd, where she 
had been visiting Miss Kidd. 

She tsUfied that on the following 
morning when her father asked her 
for the cause of her being brought to 
the home of Mr. Kidd in an uncon- 
scious and diugged condition, she re- 
lated to him on bended knees the 
same siatement she made to-day. 

It was this recital, declared the de- 
fense, wiilch so affected the mind of 
.fudge Loving that It inipelUd him to 
commit a crime, wiilch according *o 
his statement, could have been pre- 
vented by no power “excep'' God Al- 
mighty.” 

Whether the story told by *he twen- 
ty-year-old girl to-day can he torn to 
pieces and disproved by the prosecu- 
tion remains to be seen, and on the 
disproving of this story hangs tne 
fate of ti’e defendant. Ti;ey claim 
that it can be shown that the oul- 
ragt‘ laid at the door of tlie man 
whose lips are sealed forever was Im- 
possible. The rcbultul evidence by 
the prosecution will be probably 'be 
most lmiK>rtnnt feature of the case. 

Miss Loving admltt<'d tnat she had 
taken two drinks with yoting Estes 
during the drive, the first one being 
while at Es'/'s’ store. She was asked 
about other occasions when It is 
charged that she drank whisky.but 
the prosecuilon objected on the ground 
that It hud no bearing on thecase.

T'ne visitors to Mr. H'X)ver’s beds 
do not want him to raise any '.obacoo 
at all, consequently they destroyed his 
beds, but tho visitor to Mr. Trogden’s 
beds is willing for Mr. Tn>gden to 
raise a crop If he can only get ahead 
of the "night riders” In transplanting 
hlH plants. 

From later repor's It is thouglit 
that all these plants were taken by 
parties who wanted them for ^-ttlng 
purposes, which of course is wrong 
but not so much so as simply des-j 
troylng them for spite or to prevent I 
the owners from raising the weed.

The mulberry bas aeveral valuable 
featuree which, according to a recent 
bulletin from the North Carolina ata- 
tlon, makea It worthy of a more ex- 
tended culture In the home groonda 
than la at preaent given to it 

To begin with, the fruit will grow 
aucceaafully, on nearly any kind 'of 
aoll, doing beat probably on moiat aandy 
loams. The tree ia a rapid, vigorous 
grower, requires practically no culture, 
makes an ornamental shade tree, and 
some of the better rarietlea will yield 
from ten to twelve bushels of fruit per 
season. A valuable feature of the fruit 
is that it ripens aloSost continuously 
over a period of two .to four months 
every year. The fruit Is greatly relish- 
ed by bogs and poultry. Birds prefer 
It to cherries or strawberries, and when 
planted in the vicinity of these fruits 
it serves as a protection to them. 

For Planting About tha Farm. 

Prom the standpoint of fruit produc- 
tion the North Carolina station recom- 
mends the following varieties for plant- 
ing about the farm: New American, 
Biack Engiish, Stubbs and Townsend 
of the biack fniittal varieties and 
White Engiish and White Uusslan of 
the white fruited sorts. The Black 
English is considered us one of tho 
most satisfactory varieties for planting 
In North Carolina. 

White Fruited Varieties. 

Of the white fruited varieties recom- 
mended by the North Carolina station 
White English is considered by fur the 
best. It Is u htaivy l)earta‘, protiuciug 
swe<>t, miHlium sleed fruits of good 
quality from May to July. The White 
Uusslun seems to hi' a small, bushy, 
very hardy sort and (pilte i>roductlve. 
The fruit is of medium size, white, 
very sweet and of fair quality. .The 
season Is from May to June. 

In addition to the use of mulberriea 
as a fruit, the leaves constitute the 
chief food of the silkworm. 

MullM>rrles are propagated from 
seeds or by grafting, budding, layer- 
ing and cuttings 



Tha Jmmanaa Shipments That Asa 
Made From South Taxas. 

Cotton is king of a vast domain 
throughout the aouth, but here and 
there hla away baa been disputed and 
the acepter bas passed away from bis 
palsied band in certain outlying prov- 
inces. One of these provinces ia the 
Texas coast country, extending from 
Oalveston to Brownsville, from which 
Immense daily shipments of berries, 
nnlons, cabbage and other truck are 
now being shipped in carloads and 
tralnloada. Having been closely identl- 
fled with the beginnings of these ship- 
ments, having watched and assisted 
them for some years, we feel proud of 
the success these pioneers have achiev- 
ed in establishing a new and protltable 
Industry. 

I Tha Crop. 

The winter cabbage crop ia worth 
from $40 to $200 per acre, depeuding 
on fertility of land and the skill of the 
grower. Yields of 15,000 pounds are 
common. This, at a net price of 1 cent 
per pound, or $1 per 100 pounds, repre- 
sents $150 per acre. Higher yields 
have reached 30.000 |>ounds. When 
the plants have l)e«*n carefully grown 
lu the cold frames and tranapIantiNl to 
the rich flelds in early fall, the yields 
often exce<*d IS.Oiki itouiuls to tlie acre. 
When se«Hl are drlll»M In the Helds 
where plants are to stand until ma- 
turity, a larger area can lie tended per 
man, lint the yield u.suully falls sliort 
of those uIhivc indieatiHl. This Is not 
always the ease. We have seen some 
rich and espei'lully well prepared land 
on wjileh the si^eil were drllle«I turn off 
20,000 iiounds per acre. 

In Much Demand. 

Tliere is a demaml for tills winter 
cabliage from all parts of the country. 
We (piote from a recent Issue tif tlie 
Tonius rhrlstl Caller to show the move- 
ment of the caiibage crop diiriug oue 
week of March at that point alone, un- 
der the heading “Cnlibage Is King:"

Worms In Fowls, 

For worms In fowls feed a mash 
food each morning for a week contain- 
ing a liberal amount of freshly crush- 
ed garlic bulbs, or, if you cannot ob- 
tain them, good strong raw onions. 
Use as much of this in the mash as 
you can get the birds to eat readily. 
Disinfect all droppings with a 2 per 
cent solution of sulphuric acid. Burn 
up all litter material and thoroughly 
disinfect your poultry bouses. If you 
leave dntpftings lying about they will 
lie scratched over by other birds, and 
these will become affected also.
